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COIN SHOWS BUNCHED IN 
A FEW MONTHS OF YEAR 


A recent review of the dates of Iowa coin club shows, reveals that many 
are bunched during a couple months in the fall, while there is another 
**bunch’’ in the spring. 

Don Watts of Clarion drew up the list, basing it on available information. 
Mr. Watts is aware that clubs often change dates for various reasons, and is 
sure that he has missed some shows because of lack of publicity in the lowa 
Collector or by other means in this area of the state. 

Iowa’s coin show calendar for 1982 looked something like this: 

January: No shows. 

February: Ames (Forest City has moved into February for 1983). 

March: Waterloo, Forest City, Cedar Rapids. 

April: Mason City, Muscatine, Des Moines. 

May: Clinton. 

June: No shows. 

July: No shows. 

August: Okoboji. 

September: Storm Lake, Decorah (INA usually in this month). 

October: Webster City, Fort Dodge, Britt, Clarion, INA, Independence, 
Marshalltown, Burlington, Grinnell, Fort Madison, Tri-Cities, Rockford. 

November: Davenport, Mount Pleasant, Keokuk, Sioux City. 

December: No shows. ! 

As you can see, there are four months with no shows, three months with 
just one show, which leaves the other 23 shows being held in the following 
five months: March, April, September, October and November. 

It should also be noted that large shows, such as the ANA convention, the 
Central States Show and INA show have a strong effect on the scheduling 
of the rest of the shows. It will also be noted that we have not listed club 
shows for Cedar Falls, Iowa City, Oskaloosa, Ottumwa, Red Oak and 
Dubuque. Although it is likely most of these cities had shows, we are not 
sure of the month.

IOWA AUTHORS ISSUE 
2ND BOOK IN YEAR 


For the second time in one year, Iowa authors had noteworthy books 
published in the paper money field. First to appear was ‘‘lowa Obsolete 
Notes and Scrip’’ by Dean G. Oakes, which was issued during the national 
show at Memphis in June of 1982. 

Second, and four pounds heavier was the mammoth volume, ‘‘Standard 
Catalog of National Bank Notes’’ by John Hickman and Dean Oakes, 
published by Krause Publications, lola, Wisconsin. 

‘*Such adjectives as landmark, milestone, revolutionary, and official 
have often been used in promoting numismatic studies,’’ Publisher Clifford 
Mishler, stated in his advertising circular promoting the new book, and 
went on to say: “‘In a lot of cases, they’re overused or do not apply to the 
work at hand. 

‘*But the massive 1216 page STANDARD CATALOG OF NATIONAL 
BANK NOTES can easily be described with these words and more. This 
volume documents the rarities and provides valuation estimates for every 
one of the potentially collectible National Bank Note issues circulated by 
over 10,000 note-issuing banks from 1863 to 1933.’’ 

The brochure goes on to point out that the data was compiled after 17 
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years of research of 100,749 notes examined and recorded by Hickman. 
Referred to as ‘‘Mr. National Bank Note,’’ Hickman very likely spent many 
long night hours on this, his pet project. Mr. Oakes undoubtedly also 
devoted many hours to the project, although we don’t know him quite well 
enough to hazard a guess as to his favorite time of the day for research and 
study. 

Hickman and Oakes have established rarities and values for all National 
Bank Notes ever issued. Louis Van Belkum’s original research in the federal 
archives provided the groundwork for the entire undertaking. Detailed 
statistical information is also included on the printing configurations of 
sheets and the serial numbers of all notes released. 

Dean and John state that as notes continue to surface (in addition to the 
100,000 already tabulated), rarity figures will continue to change. 

Price of the first edition is $75.00.
